Beethoven or 
Brahmas, no orchestral concert is con- 
eidered thoroughly ethical. Indeed, in 
‘erchestra} music and in opera first 
hearings of new compositions are com- 
paratively; uncommon. Likewise in 
painting’ and sculpture, the old mas- 
terpleces surpass in populer interest 
the multitudinous new works that 
eompete for space in the galleries week 
after week. In the theatre, however, 
masterpieces are rare. Shakespeare, 
Sheridan; Goldsmith, Shaw and Ibsen 
adorn the modern stage with .some 
regularity. But in respect to familiar- 
ity through ‘constant revival, how 
many other dramatists:compare -with 
Rembrandt, Schubert and Chaucer, to 
eite from the other arts’ at random? 
In point: of fame, how riahy other im- 
mortal names have we in the drama? 
With no: particular, difficulty. we 
might arrange an imposing list of 
reat dramatists, of real immortals, 
without whom “day werg night on 
earth,’ from Aeschylus through Cal- 
deron, Corneille, Moliére, Racine, Gol- 
doni, Goethe and Schiller, to the more 
recent Chékhov. “But of ‘these great 
writers even Moliére is more familiar 
to us today‘in books than on the.stage. ; 
Unlike the ‘students of art and music,: 
the student ‘ef drama must according- 
ly depend. more “upott the texts than 
upon acted versions on the stage; he 
‘‘yarely mi¢eta his classical art in its, 
active, vivid form. For thé “simple” 
truth is that in’ 641 thé years of its 
fairly covitintious activity the theatre 
has developed very few masterpieces 
sufficiently: vital, sufficiently imme- 
diate in artistry, to make their con-; 
stant revival inevitable. by reason of 
popular Acclaim.

. ever proclaiming new plays as 
both “‘great’’ and ‘‘immortal,”’ ‘nor 
that some of the less merry dramatists 
are not deliberately carving their niche 
in the halis of fame. ‘‘Great’’ plays 
are always with us for a. season or 
two, only to nauseate the critical 
stomach upon revival. And why? 
‘Well, perhaps the answer lies in qual- 
ities of superb timeliness that we in- 
variably confuse with greatness. In| 
other words, when the dramatist 
Posits a currént problem and by gén- 
uine. skill brings its conflicting forces 
into stormy play we begin to sit. up 
more alert in our chairs. For no form 
of art can approach the theatre in 
the sheer vitality ‘of its appeal. As 
a matter of fact the problem play,,the 
drama épitomizing all the emotions of 
the day and. speaking through repre- 
sentative characters of the day, places 
emphasis upon values invidious to 
“mmortality.’"” Nothing“’ages more 
Tapidly than a discussion of morals 
and “ethical tendencies, for no valiés 
Yn. social relations change more rap- 
idly} and among the immortals nothing 
is more trivial ‘than an idea fdeas! 
With. what flatulent importance we 
discuss them-as though we were chew- 
ing the fat of philosophy! “No 
Shakespearean critic will deny that, 
whatever general ideas may be dis- 
covered in ‘Hamlet’ or ‘Othello,’ in 
‘The Merchant of Venice’ or ‘Henry 
IV,’ .they are only by-products,’’ said 
William Archer,. ‘‘and in ‘no case’ the 
nucleug round which the drama has 
crystallized. Shakespeare did not say 
to himself, ‘Go to,’ I ‘will illustrate 
"such-and-such: a. moral or 
‘thesis,’ and to. that end’ devise thé’ 
fable: of ‘Maebeth’ or ‘Lear.’ In so 
far.as general ideas did précede and 
condition: the invention and develop- 
meént of Ibsen’s plays we may perhaps 
‘say ‘the less Shakespeare he.’ But we 
do him the very gravest injustice if 
we fail to recognize that his creative 
genius almost always threw off the 
trammels of generalization and moral- 
‘ization. and produced no mere illus- 
trative apologue but a living, pulsing 
work of art. The fable is generally 
there, but only in his weaker moments 
does it obtrude itself.’’ ‘Not ideas but 
men, life, vision and imagination 
make for immortality. We wear out 
ideas ,as rapidly as-we go through 
cheap hand-me-down suits of clothing. 
Enduring works of art have no essen- 


tial relation to their period. Practical |_ 


and immediate as the impetus. may 
have been, -the finished work tran- 
scends its place and time. , 


a sententious preface to “Lucky 
Sam McCarver,” discussed in these 
columns seyeral months ago, Sid- 

ney Howard observed that the drama 
does not suit the great writer because 
plays ‘‘do not allow him the space he 
requires to write as fully as he wants 
to write.’ Whether that be the true 
reason or not, the drama does not now 
enlist the genius of men who have 
achieved. fame in other fields—if a 
Maugham or two be Accepted as he- 
side the general rule. And since the 
art of writing plays is not literary: but 
dramatic, and must be leatned in the 
theatre rather than at the writing 
desk, we need ‘not mourn too tearfully: 
over the loss of literary genius for the 
stage; the drama need not play second 
fiddle to the novel or essay. But this 
does not gainsay the fact that modern 
plays are written either by trivial men 
or by. pretentious men, and that 
neither one makes for stimulating 
drama. Undoubtedly the tyranny of the 
well-built play, as rigid a fornt as thé 
heroic couplet, has so narrowéd ‘the 
scope of drama that-men of real parts 
|-have. been “crushed by rules, and 
weakened as refined.”” Until freer 
technique has become the mode (as it 
is already .in more: liberal quarters) 
playwrights must be reduced to the 
extremity of ‘discussing a few platitu- 
dinous subjects _ im’ the usual ‘con- 
|ventional way;’ playgoers’ wilt’ be ‘sur- 
feited as. most intelligent people ‘aré 
now. And ‘only the sensational’ wil) 
pass for freshness and ‘ultimate truth. 
In short, the emphasis must be placed 
upon expression rather than subser- 
vience to“a standard form. Pérhaps 
then qualities of genius may begin to

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_ The Intimate Life of Franz Lisat as 
_ As Related by Guy de  Pourtales

aN USICIANS and readers of mu- 
eas sical literature know that the 
eS private life of Franz Liszt was 
at least as adventurous as 
that of Helen of Troy, Biographies, mé- 
moires, studies of the ‘virtuoso and the 
composer testify to it. A mass of 
legend, in turn, is gradually sifting, 
the facts becoming amplified, disproved 
or.confirmed, as happens with history, 
' and the picture growing clearer. And 
still there is no first-class book on 
Liszt, in spite of all that has been 
written about him. Now comes a biog- 
raphy, Gallic in style, substance and 
5 title by Guy de Pourtalés, “Franz 
: Liszt, ’' Homme de l’Amour.”’ The 
volume is better than the title 
promises, although the anecdotal side 
is .pre-eminenf and M. Pourtalés evi- 
dently realized that he had at his dis- 
posal plenty of material for a best sell- 
‘er. He has put together in an en- 
tertaining and consecutive form the 
variety of material that earlier biog- 
raphers provided, has found some 
fresh data and has not neglected men- 
tion of Liszt the virtuoso, composer 
and prophet of modern music. 
As a matter of fact, the man who 
writes of Liszt and minimizes the ele- 
ments of the sentimental, the extrava- 
gant and the picturesque fails to do 
justice to his subject. The overworked 
word ‘‘romantic’’ is nevertheless the 
true index to Liszt the artist and man. 
For those were days of splendid peo- 
ple, who lived with all the necessary 
gestures—the gallantry, the princely 
largess, if not with the nobility which 
was one of Liszt’s crowning char- 
acteristics. 
nesses, admit that idolaters have 
drawn exaggerated pictures of his 
personality andhis spell: the essen- 
tial record is there, unmistakable and 
clear, and it causes Liszt to grow 
rather than decrease in stature as the 
splendid period that bore him fades 
into the distance. 


The list of the noble dames—and 
some who were less noble—who fig- 
famous song, but sufficiently long 
one—not as long as _  Leporello’s 
famous song, but sufficiently long 
and varied in contents. It begins, 
as all of the Liszt biographies do, with 
that of Caroline de St. Criq, whose 
father refused to permit the union of 
his daughter with the son of a Hun- 
garian steward. No doubt, for Liszt, 
the disappointment was fortunate, It 
' was probably also fortunate for the 

enamored Caroline, who made in due 

i. course the customary marriage of con- 

vention, and remained throughout 
Liszt’s life, according to our biogra- 
pher, a clear and distant star that 
shone on waters turbulent and trou- 
bled, to say the least, by less platonic 
ielations. 

Following this’ disappointment, of 
course, J.iszt took to reading religious 
literature, practicing his scales harder 
than ever, evolving the technic that 
was to make him the Paganini’ of the. 
piano, and spouting at great length the 
pronouncements of St. Simon, Father 
Lamenais and others who filled the 
air with mystical or socialistic doc- 

/ trine. We see Liszt one ofthe circle 

that included Berlioz, Chopin, the 
f Princess Potocka, Adolph Nourrit, 

Heinrich Heine, Hiller, Meyerbeer, the 

Polish poet Mickiewicz, George Sand, 

Eugene Delacroix, and, in due course, 

the Countess d’Agoukt. MHigh-born, 

she was also an intellectual, some- 
thing of a blue-stocking. ‘‘Physically, 
at least; Marie had reached her per- 
fection. In vain they had taught her’ 

-she had, of course, been educated in 

a’ convent—‘‘that human nature is the 

devil. When she rejoined her mother 

in her house on the Place Vendéme, 
she decided, as she looked at herself 
in the mirror, that the good sisters 

ad somewhat exaggerated. Tall, 
lender, very fair, she seemed like some 

Rhenish princess, save for the French 

precision of her eyebrows and her 

nose and the mocking curve of her 
mouth. She was especially vain of her 
coloring.’’ 

The Countess, too, had made the 
conventional Ffench marriage; but 
she was nat contented. ‘‘With her 
very cultivated mind, a certain inter- 
esting coldness—six feet of ice on top 
of twenty feet of lava, people said—to- 
“gether with her horror of the -com- 
‘monplace, her seriousness and finally 
‘her handsome fortune, Mme. d’Agoult 
became the ‘Corinne of the Quai Ma- 

“laquais."*’ In June, 1834; she went to 

‘a fortune-teller, Mlle. Lenormand, very 

famous at the time, who received the 

noblewom4n in her dirty office in the 

Rue de Tournon. “A complete change 

will very sdon take place in your life.

noble friends, had ped her, but it 
was an age of license, and here 
were two of the most brilliant people 
in Europe. Among their associates 
were the botanist Pyrame de Candolle; 
tne politician Fazy, the scientist 
Adolph Pictet, the historian Simonde 
de Sismondi, the archaeologist and 
Orientalist Alphonse Denis. They 
picked up again with the Prince and 
Princess Belgiojoso and the Countess 
Potocka, friends of Chopin. ‘The 
Genevese gentlemen-came to the Rue 
Tabarin mostly in the evening and 
more or less without the knowledge of 
their familiés.” 

The Countess was disputatious. 
“With an eloquence that was also con- 
siderate and in the best of good taste 
she would hold her own against these 
intellectuals, who were usually more 
bashful than solemn.” She talked sci- 
ence, politics, religion. She was some- 
thing of @ Voltairian. She wrangled 
with Pictet, whose conclusion was that 
“the sins of genius carry in themselves 
thelr own absolution.” ‘Wonderful 
days! We were born too late. The 
Princess Belgiogoso spoke of China and 
the Chinese, whose language she had 
studied. The Prince would sing frag- 
ments from Bellini. The evenings 
were spent in this fashion. In the 
morning Franz composed, practiced or 
wrote pamphlets of protest in a some- 
‘what foggy and rhetorical manner. He 
was so handsome, and such a Dlayer, 
that ladies who had called him “‘repre- 
hensible’’ before he appeared on the 
platform or, later, in their drawing 
rooms, changed the epithet to “orig- 
inal. ve 

George Sand visited the lovers at 
Chamounix. Liszt had registered at 
the Hotel de l'Union as “a musician- 
philosopher, born on Parnassus, com- 
ing from the Land of Doubt, journey- 
ing toward Truth.’’ Sand added her 
own entry: ‘‘Name of the travelers, 
the Piffoéis family, Place of residence, 
Nature. Whence come, from God. 
Whither going to heaven. Birthpiace, 
Europe, Occupation, saunterers. Date 
of their titles, from the beginning of 
time. Conveyed by whom, public opin- 
ion.” In turn arrived Pictet. The inn- 
keeper, not unnaturally for his breed, 
wanted to know if he was a policeman 
come to arrest the crowd, And here 
is a sample of the Lisztian eloquence, 
delivered from the back of a mule, 
while ‘he and his companions were 
traversing -a glacier: ‘Never ‘doubt 
that the future of the world exists in 
everything. Of what importance are 
the mistakes, the weakn€sses and dis- 
sensions of the champiens’of truth. 
They are fighting today scattered and 
sick from the disorder and the intol- 
erant vanity of the century. Lost in 
a frightful mélée, they misunderstand 
one another, flee from one another, 
wound one another, instead of press- 
ing together under the same banner. 
This generation must pass and disap- 
pear like a Winter torrent. After it 
wil] come new and _ better disciplined 
fighters, taught by. our defeats, pick- 
ing up our weapons, scattered on the 
field of battle, and discovering the 
magic power of the arrows of Her- 
cules.” 

“*Come to my arms!’ shouted the 
hospitable George. ‘And may God 
grant it. You speak and think quite 
well for a musician!’”’ 

Mme. d’Agoult was succeeded, or 
interspersed with others, by a gypsy 
dancer, not to be’ confounded with 
the . episode, a little later, of the 
famous Lola Montez, dancer and har- 
lot of kings; Marie Kalergis, a fair 
pupil of Chapin, and in the later days, 
Countess Janina, she who afterward 
wrote of Liszt the malicious ‘“‘Recol- 
lections of a Cossack,” and even the 
Baroness Meyendorf, who pursued the 
elderly Liszt until he perforce yielded. 
These were the most important, but 
not the only ones: There were sundry 
devoted pupils, and those who used 
the mails as vehicle for their declara- 
tions. The frantic adulation reached 
the proportions of the utterly ridicu- 
lous. Can one deny Liszt the justice, 
under these conditions, rendered him 
by the elderly Comte d’Agoult—that 
Liszt ‘‘had acted like a gentleman 
under the circumstances’’? 


The Princess Wittgenstein was in 
1847 ‘“‘a young woman of an' Oriental 
type, with a swarthy skin, whose Tar- 
tar eyes never left the visitor (Liszt). 
She smoked a cigar. She talked 
French more subtly than a French- 
woman."’ The affair with d’ Agoult had 
worn itself out. She had become “Dan- 
{fel Stern’’ and was writing pamphiets 
more furiously than ever. “Heavy- 
ens! How unromantic this romantic 
woman was!’’ If the period with the 
d’Agoult had been the one when Liszt 
developed his powers as a pianist, his 
intimacy with the Princess was the 
time in which he composed his best 
music—the twelve symphonic poems, 
the sonata in B minor, the “Fa

There is quoted Liszt's cry of pain— 
when Wagner, after beseeching him 
for another substantial sum of ey. 
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what he social Lisst’s “good for- 
tune’’ and indifference. At last Lisst’s 
patience was exhausted. He. had just 


works and the communications had 
crossed. “As the symphony and the 
mass cannot take the place of good 
bank securities,”” he wrote, “it seems 
useless for me to send them to you. 
Not less superfluous henceforth will 
be your pressing dispatches and 
wounding letters.’ Wagner, who 
cringed and concillated, had the tough- 
ness of fibre in such matters that 
Liszt had not. For Liszt the wound 
never healed: Nor did he ever con- 
Gone In his heart Wagner’s marriage 
to his daughter Cosima, who still ex- 
ists at -Baireuth, and Wagner’s 
treachery to his disciple von Billow. 
Wearineas, fatigue, disillusion were 
upon him. 

Liszt’s testament, written in 1860, is 
@ pathetic document, dhe that reveals 
the essential and unchangeable great- 
ness of his heart. Those who have 
credited him with complete insincerity 
in his original plans of marrying the 
Princess when legal barriers were re- 
moved should ponder such para- 
graphs as the following: ‘‘Whatever 
good I have done or thought ‘for 
twelve years, ‘I owe to her whom I 
have so ardently desired to call by the 
sweet name of wife—which human 
malignity and the most deplorable 
machinations have obstinately opposed 
hitherto—to Jeanne - Elizabeth - Caro- 
lyne, 
Iwanowska. I cannot write her name 
without an ineffable thrill. All my 
joys have come from her, and my suf- 
}ferings will always go to her to find 
their appeasement. * * ® 


"I should have liked to possess an 
immense genius in order to celebrate 
this sublime soul in sublime harmo- 
nies. Alas! only. with difficulty can I 
succeed in stammering a few scat- 
tered notes which the wind carries 
away. If, nevertheless, something re- 
mains of my musical labor (at which 
1‘ have toiled with dominant pas- 
sion for ten years), may it be the 
pages in which Carolyne, through the 
inspiration of her heart, has played 
the greatest part.’’

The Prix de Rome gave 
him three.years of respite and allowed 
him time for reflection and to form 
his plan of action. He was in a hurry 
to arrive, as he had become engaged 
to a charming young girl whom he had 
met in the course of his frequent 
visits to the house of theAbbé Liszt, 
at Monte Mario. After the hard years 
that he had passed in Paris, and in 
view of the efforts he would have to 
make to make himself known, Mas- 
senet fully appreciated the tranquil 
existence at the Villa Medici. ‘It was 
in Rome,’ he wrote later, ‘that I-be- 
gan to live. It was there, during the 
joyous excursions with my musical 
comrades, painters, soulptors, in our 
conversations under the oaks of the 
Villa Borghese, or beneath the pines 
of the Villa Pamphili, that I felt the 
first stirrings of admiration for nature 
and for art. What delightful hours 
we spent in the museums of Naples 
and ‘Florence; what emotions those 
dark, mysterious churches of Siena 
and Assisi aroused in me! How 
quickly one forgot the Paris theatre, 
its noisy crowd and its feverish life.’ 
“Did he really forget all that? Did 
‘and Assisi aroused in me! How 
he could obtain the applause of that 
noisy crowd which he despised, and 
to which he was going to sacrifice his 
most precious gifts? On his return to 
Paris he had to struggle against want 
and the indifference of the public. 
He became a kettledrummer in an 
orchestra, and this son of a bankrupt 
ironmaster, with the recollections of 
a rich childhood, suffered from the 
degradation. In Rome he had com- 
posed an orchestral suite, ‘Pompeia.’ 
He could only have it played by a 
Casino orchestra. He composed melo- 
dies, ‘Pome de Souvenir,’ ‘Poéme 
d@’ Avril,’ in which could be traced the 
sinuous line, the supple and caressing 
inflexion that appeared later in the 
sensual phrases that characterized his 
later style. At the theatre where he 
made his début, in 1872, with ‘Don 
César de Bazan,’ he experimented very 
little, because the next year he found 
the-formula Which he was to exploit 
for the remainder of his'life with 
unheard-of success.. The success of 
‘Marie Magdeleine’ was extraordinary. 
Its carnal. mysticism enchanted. the 
crowd. It was not high-brow music, 
like the ‘Redemption,’ which had just 
been given amid general indifference, 


‘*Massenet’s success was so great 

that Bizet was alarmed. ‘The devil,’ 
he wrote to his comrade, ‘I am getting 
frightfully worried over you.’ In the 
race for popularity, Massenet ‘and Bi- 
zet ran neck and’neck. Death soon 
delivered Massenet from the only rival 
he had to fear, ‘Le.Roi de Lahore,’ 
where the young composer had skill- 
fully combined all that could assure 
him the sympathies of the opera pub- 
lic, was another triumph, §till at the 
prodigal age, he spent with full hands 
those melodic ideas of which he was 
later to show himself so. parsimonious. 
The music flowed abundantly, and 
what charming effects he drew from 
a classic orchebtra by the simplest 
harmonic processes! The fluid, vapor- 
ous music exhaled an intoxicating 
perfume which exercised a strong em- 
pire over the senses. Massenet had 
reached hig goal. He was offered the 
post of Harmony Professor at the 
Conservatoire, to lace’ Francois 
Bazin, who had onée considered him 
a black sheep. Massenet was deco- 
rated, and, at 86, elected a member of 
the institute. He was now about to 
begin Ais reign over the theatres, 
which were to compete for his works, 
good or bad.

- “All this glory changed his manner 
very little; he remained affable, cour- 
teous, full*of amiability. At the dréés 
rehearsal his one thought was to make 
every one forget the criticisms he had 
permitted himself in the hours of 
work. and preparation.

America as a musical country was not 
be underrated: It attracts the 
greatest soloists, it has the best virtu-

cally than any. similar organizations 
in other countries. The American 
public pays great attention to culture 
and it insists on technical perfection, 
far more so than in Germany, where 
surface polish is not the first consid- 
eration. Some present characteristics 
of} German musical life he happily 
found absent in America. He alluded 
to ‘‘the acerbity, the artificiality, the 
lack of will power, which had been 
peculiar t6 the intellectual life of Ger- 
many since the war.’’ The Americans, - 
he thought, were more direct, more 
naive... The chief characteristic of 
‘Aineriean music “was the absence of 
that one-sidedness which e¢xists in all 
European countries. The Italian, the 
French, German and Russian stressed 
too much the national element, Amere 
ican music is free from this tendency, 
partly because of the mixture of races 
and partly because of the influx of 
artists from all parts of the world. 
‘‘Nothine as yet,” continued Mr, 
Furtwingler, ‘‘is’ indigenous to’ the 
soil. The Americans are still at the 
stage of assimilating and digesting @ 
transplanted art. In rope the peo- 
ple have had centuries of culture and” 
have inherited a. tradition—tradition 
won only through a long process of 
refinement and selection and only just 
begun in America.’’

¢@ Hers has been an exceptional’ his- 
tory. Scarcely a year of the fifty- 
three since she was launched in Scot- 
land but the name of the Bear has 
appeared in telegraph and cable news— 
” go frequently. has that name been pub- 
lished in connection with rescues that 
fin the minds of many persons it has 
eome to symbolize daring attempts to 
gave wrecked, marooned or starving 
Mariners. under most hazardous cir- 
cumstances. : 
Purchased to Relieve Greely. 

And well was she fitted for the work 
assigned her. She was purchased by 
the United States Government in 1873 
because she was stout, well-built 
throughout and suitable to join in the 
gearch for the missing Greely Arctic 
expedition, The Greely party, it will 
be recalled, was found at Cape Sabine. 
Ellsmere Land. 

That initial trip of the Bear ded- 
icated her to adventurous activity in 
the icy seas where only hardy 
whalers, seal poachers and pirates, a 
few traders and Arctic explorers dared 
to venture. She performed a heroic 
part in the advance guard of civil- 
ization, taking law and order backed 
by the force and dignity of the United 
States into regions where crime had 
been unpunished, where every ship’s 
captain was a law unto himself, where 
the native Eskimo was guided only by 
his ability, or inability, to do pretty 
much as he pleased. 

The Bear’s officers and men pro- 
tected the seal herds and put down 

_ piracy by the marine freebooters who 
had harried each other. ‘‘Hijacking”’ 
had not appeared even as a slang-word 
in the English language when the 
Bear first began her northern trips, 

but the practice Which ‘it déscribes 





was not uncommon among the seal 
poachers. 

. What was perhaps her most no- 
table exploit, the one that kept her 
in mind “over a considerable period, 
was the rescue of the crews of whal- 
ing ‘vessels tn: the Arctic Sea near 
Point Barrow in 1897-1898. She was 
on this job for e@ months, an 
anxious nation awaiting word from 
her of the wrecked or missing men. 
Point Barrow, the northernmost set- 
tlement in the United States, is today 
the centre of interest as an objective 
of the Amundsen-Elisworth-Nobile 
cross-palar flight. 

Early in Novembery 1897, the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
called the attention of the Washing- 
ton authorities to the fact that eight 
vessels had been caught in the ice and 
that if any of the crews survived thty 


were in danger of starvation on the. 


bleak ‘northern coast. The President 
acted promptly, but there was little 
hope at the Capita] that anything of 
consequence could be done with Win- 
ter setting in and Bering Straits 
frozen. Lyman J. Gage, Secretary of 
the Treasury, ordered the Bear to be 
fitted out for ‘the work of rescue. 
Plans for the trip were made by Cap- 
tain Francis Tuttle of the Revenue 
Cutter Service. The other officers and 
the crew of the Bear were volunteers. 

The Bear had just returned from a 
six months’ cruise fin northern waters. 
but within three weeks she w1s ready 
again to push her way into the Arctic. 
She sailed from Seattle on Nov, 27. 
Ten months later she returned bring- 





the overland relief expedition sent 
from the Bear at Unalaska was hailed 
with tears and rejoicing. Jarvis; its 
leader, found eighty men tmmured in 
a tumble-down shack 22 by 55 feet. 
In places the interior walls were cov- 
ered three and four inches thick with 
ice, The men were covered with ver- 
min, the room was filthy. Jarvis.im- 
mediately’ brought order out of chaos, 
but had difficulty in getting some of 
the shipwrecked sallors to obey orders. 
‘The whalers Orca, Jesse H. Free- 
man and Belvedere had, Jarvis 
learned, passed Point Barrow safely 
and were caught in the ice at, Sea 
Horse Island. -‘The Rosario was close 
to Point Barrow on the west side; the 
Newport, Fearless and Jeanie along 
the shore east of the Point. Four of 


the yessels were wrecks from which | 


the crews had made their way to 


Point Barrow. The entire community | 


was running~short of provisions, The 
men had been. hunting, but the season 
for the chase. was over and they were 
facing starvation when Jarvis and his | 
party arrived. 

On one of the ships some of the 
sailors had refused to do the captain's 
bidding. They said they had signed 
articles that bound them only until 
the beginning of March and conse- 
quently. had become free agents. These 
men were sent to Point Barrow to- 
gether with others inclined to raise 
disturbances. But.there was no trou- 
ble of a ‘vicious sort. Jarvis képt a 
decent semblance of order fintil the 
arrival from Unalaska of the good old 
revenue cutter Bear in August. 

And so the Bear, having done more 
than her part in the rescuing of those 
who go down to tHe sea in ships and 
meet with disaster, is now taking a 
last look at the forbidding coast line 
of Alaska beyond which stretches the 
until now unexplored top of the world. 





RAISING THE ROOF IN JAPAN

SCHOOLS FOR AFGHAN GIRLS 
SET UP DESPITE PROTEST 





OSLEM Fundamentalists in Af- 

ghanistan haye recently suf- 

fered a material setback in the 
matter of higher education for wo- 
gnen,* writes G. K. Nariman in The 
Moslem Outlook of South Africa. 

He reports that shortly after the 
beginning of the reign of the present 
Ameer, Amanullah Khan, in 1919, a 
@eminary for girls wag opened in Ka- 
bul in connection with:a general. mod- 
ernizafion of education, but in 1924 
the protests of the mollahs tothe effect 
that such an institution ran counter 
to the spirit of the Koran and would 
lower the moral level of Afghan wo- 
men became go violent that the Na- 
tional Assembly yielded to their clamor 
and decided it should be closed. 

At once the Ameer began a campaign 
to prove that the mollahs were not 
right in their interpretation of the 
teaching of Mohammed on education, 
and the girls’ school has heen re- 
Opened under the direction of Dr. 
- Zven, a German woman who has had 


have been established-by Améer Ama- 
nullah, including the Maktab Guzat 
(iaw School), the Maktab Hukkam 
‘(School of Administration) and the 
Maktab Sanaj (Art School). This

“NOT YET SOLVED 





| West of Tin of Beef, a Relic of the. Lost Franklin 
Expedition, Indicates That Its Members 


Were Not 


- TIN of. beef has revived interest in 
A a subject that thrilled the world 
seventy-five years ago. It was 

@t about that. time that the British 
* Qdmiralty and the world at large be- 
pan conyinced that Sir John Frank- 
x expedition was hopelessly lost in 
*the Arctic seas. Searching parties 
_ that braved the of the North, 
first to. take assistance to the heroic 
band of men marooned in the iceflows 
and last,..when all hope had been 


“of the fate that had" befallen ‘them, 
returned with a féw relics found scat- 
tered on the fields of ice at Beechey 
Isignd. Among the salvaged” atticles 
‘Were some cans of beef. 

It was thought that when the sealed 
top of, the: receptacle containing the 
“bully”* ‘beef on which Franklin: and 
his companions lived was. lifted a 
possiblé’ reason for their death might 
be disclosed. Could it be that the 
eontents of the can had- not come up 
to the required standard and that the 
éxplorers had succumbed to its poison? 
Professor’ Beachey of Liverpool was 
elected to solve the mystery. . The tin 
was cut and the meat removed and 
examined... It was-found in as sound 
@ condition as when it left the pack- 
ers’ hands eighty-one years ago. If 
the rést of the provisions ‘sent with 
the expedition to feed the men. for ‘a 
period of.three years were as fresh as 
this beef, another theory regarding 
the “‘lost: expedition” has been ex- 
ploded. 

It was in 1845 that the sturdy ships, 
the Terror and the Erebus, set forth 
from England to discover the north- 
west passage, never to return. They 
were under the command of Sir John 
Franklin, a skillful leader. 


Clue Fourteen Years Old. 


Many theories have been anced 
as to what befell. his vessels and their 
crews. Not until fourteen years later 
was a clue found that permitted. those 
fn command of the searching parties 
to establish to a degree the course 
taken by the éxpedition. It was an 
Admiralty form placed under a cairn 
on Point Victory, around the margin 
the words being written: 

** April 25, 1848.—H. M. ships Terror 
and Erebus were deserted on April 22, 
five leagues N. N. W. of this, having 
been beset since Sept. 12, 1846. The 

’ officers and crews, consisting of 105 
souls, under the command of Captain 
F. R. M. Crozier, landed tn lat. 69° 87’ 
42” 1, long. 90° 41° W. This paper 
was found by Lieutenant Irving where 
it had been deposited by the late Com- 
mander Gore in June, 1847. Sir John 
Franklin died on June 11, 1847, and 
the total loss by death in the expedi- 
tion has been to this date nine offi- 
cers and fifteen men.” 

Silence and the ice sea henceforth 
wrapped them in eternal mystery. ' Of 
the ships not even a broken spar. was 
found by thejsearchers. A few skele- 
tons indicated where some of the crew 
had: fallen. Eskimos told/of having 
geen straggling fi making their 
way across ‘the frozen fields and of 
@bandoned provisions. 


His First Arctic Trip. 


Sir John Franklin in 1845, at the 
age of 59, had made a reputation as a 
navigator and an explorer. At the age 
ef 10 he first had sight of the sea 
from the shore of Saltfleet, England. 
Be determined to bea sailor. Hoping to 
eure him of his desire, his parents per- 
mitted him to embark on a merchant- 
man bound for Lisbon. Far from be~| 
ing the end, it was the beginning of 
his seafaring career. , 

Adventure ‘followed adventure. On 
board the Polypheus he took part in 
the battle of Copenhagen; in the In- 
westigator he learned the science of 
pavigation and became expert in mak- 
ing maps; while exploring the coast 
of Australia he was shipwrecked. He 
was in the battle of Trafalgar, in the 
blockade of Flushing and the attack 
on Now Orleans. 

Meanwhile, the British Admitalte’s 
interest in the Arctic regions, which 
had -been dormant for half a century, 
began to\revive under the leadership 
of Sir-John Barrow, Secretary of’ the 
Navy. An expedition was organized 
under the command of Captain Buch- 

an of the Dorothea,‘in which Lieu- 
tenant Franklin was invited to join, 
taking charge of the Trent. It ended 
unfortunately for the Dorothea, and 
Franklin returned, convoying the dam- 
eged ship, 
Tried a Third Time. 

All England was afire with the de- 
sire to Know what lay. to the north 
end west of, Hudson Bay. Maps indi- 
eated two rivers, the Mackenzie and 
the;Coppermine, but of the indentures

bus, “at AEE. A By his former 
mates. Captain Crozier, who had com- 
manded the Torror in her Antarctic 
trip, was second in command. Each 
ship carried sixty-seven officers and 
men. They were provisioned for three 
years. Taking every precaution, 
Franklin ordered them equipped with 
steam power and screw propellers. 
It'was agreed between the Admiralty 


| and Franklin, at the latter’s sugges- 


tion, that he should have his choice 
of two alternatives. He was either to 
pass through and beyond Lancasfer 
Sound to Cape Walker and thence 
southward in the direction of the 
American coast, or, that being impos- 
sible to carry out, he was to attempt 
a noftherly course <areaae Wellington 
Channel. 

The little company reached the coast 
of Greenland by- July. Franklin’s 
last letter to his wife was written from 
Disco Bay. It was full of good cheer 
and they expected soon to be on their 
aboard ‘the Erebus. Reports reached 
them of clearing ice and fair weather, 
and they expected soon tobe gn their 
way. Five weeks later they were seen 
moored to an iceberg, delayed by 
frozed seas and fogs, when they had 
hoped to be well on their way to Lan- 
caster Sound. 


Effgt to Escape Afoot. 


It .was at about that time that they 
were last seen by a whaler, ten days 
after they had left Disco. ‘‘All well 
and in remarkable spirits,’’ is the re- 
port the whaler’s log made of them. 
From then on the. expedition was 
wrapped in the silence of the North. 

Evidence found in later years leads 
to the belief that, leaving Winter quar- 
ters at Beechey Island in 1846, the ex- 


pedition shaped its coursé down Peél 
Sound. 
a slow one and came to an end when 
they were “‘beset since Sept. 12:'’ 

The evidence pieced together shows 
that the following year they must have 
traveled further south into the chai- 
nel named for the explorer, where they 
came into a wider stretch of ice and 
water. Again their progress was 
halted and for. 587 days they” were 
locked in- an icy prison. Many died 
and others made a vain desperate 
dash for freedom. Relics: picked up 
in later years told of the horrors of 
their march, but apparently bad beef 
was not one of them.

sight; a coach comes out of the town;

the coach salutes the company; a 
hunter also and his dogs keep their 
course till out of sight.”’

Plan to Relieve Congestion. by Lbweting East- 
:.and-West Thoroughfares Berieath- Certain

TYE traffic jam in the streets of 
New York is one of the most seri- 
* ous problems confronting the city. 
The greatest congestion of traffic isin 
* the neighborhood of Fifth Avenue frgm 
Fifty-ninth Street south, ‘reaching 
nearly to Washington Square, a dis- 
tance of about fifty blocks. 
The trouble is not so much that there 
ere hundreds of thousands of moter 


, ©ars in the streets as that these ve- 


hiclés are always endeavoring .to cross 
one another's path in streets. at 
right angles to each other, and on the 
same level. The result is that the po- 
lice have to keep one stream standing 
still. in order to let the other : go by, 
@nd then réverse the action.’ Conse- 
quently a “gréat part of every. business 
day is wasted in awaiting the signal to 
move forwatd. The traffic capacity of 
the streets‘is thus materially reduced; 
and ifthe time lost in stopping and

, ‘The construction of these ramps may 
be accomplished as gradually. as the 


city determines. When oné main ave- |’ 


nue or artery of traffic has been freed 
of the interruption caused by cross 
traffic on one level, the vast -improve- 
ment in the moving of traffic..will 
bring a quick demand from other parts 
of the.city for similar treatment. 
Before the installing of the traffic 
towers in Fifth Avenue, it was pro- 
posed to relieve the congestion of that 


avenue by making it a one-way street, 
as was told in THe New York TIMES 
of Jan. 31, 1920. As soon as the 
towers began to be operated, however, 
the synchronizing of the traffic move- 
ment.along the avenue from Fifty- 


ninth. Street to Thirty-fourth brought 
such a distinct relief in traffic condi- 
tions that it was found Unnecessary to 
carry out the plan of making the Ave- 
nue a one-way thoroughfare. 

: Similarly, relief will: result as by 
magic.if the present ‘‘grade crossings’ 
‘are climinated. With all waiting’ dis- 
posed of, the avenue traffic could 
move faster, there being no longer any 
necessity for stopping it every few 
minutes, The cross-street traffic would 
benefit in the same way: 

This plan of eliminating grade cross, 

ings at the intersections of streets and 
avenues by building: ramps need not 
be applied to the entire city, but only 
to the very congested parts of it. Such 
treatment of the intersecting ‘streets 
and avenues would obviously have to 
take into account the varying distances 
between parallel avenues, as ‘well as 
other conditions of topography in the 
particular neighborhood... 
_ For the present, ‘the improvement 
proposed would be begun with Fifth 
‘Avenue between  Fifty-seventh and, 
say, Twenty-sixth Street. Treating 
Fifth Avenue as having the right of 
‘way, because it is the most prominent 
avenue and has the greatest amount 
of motor traffic, itis suggested that 
the middle of Forty-second and Thirty- 
fourth Streets be depressed where secind 
cross the avenue.

EPSOM DERBY FOUR TIMES

Celebrated Race, to Be 


witness the- running. of. the 
most important horse race in 
wide world—the Epsom Derby., 

e contest was established in 1780 
and won by. Diomed, grahdson of 
Herod. and. .ancestor of Lexington. 
The successful competitor for the 
English Derby is regarded as the most 
precious representative of the animal 
kingdom—so much so that when 
South American sportsmen instructed 
the late William Allison to secure Per- 
simmon for them, at whatever price 
asked, King Edward declined to regard 
his Derby hero as anything other than 
invaluable, refusing to part with his 
horse for all the wealth of the Andes. 

Knowledge of the remarkable salu- 
brity of Epsom Downs dates from a 
torrid Summer day when a shepherd, 
crossing the Surrey uplands, quenched 
his thirst at. a pool, quite unaware 
that the water.was naturally charged 
with magnesium sulphate. -The fame 
of. Epsom (or Ebbisham) spread: to 
such. an extent that, in the seven- 
teenth century, King Charles II and 
Nell Gwynne raced their palfreys over 
the breezy downs; and about @ cen- 
tury later horse-loving: friends of the 
luerd Derby of that day named a-tace 
in his honor and named another, con- 
fined to fillies, after his contiguous 
residence, the Oaks. 

The: contest ‘gradually rose in pop- 
ularity until Derby day came to be 
regarded as a national holiday in the 
South of England; indeed, for years 
the House of Commons always ad- 
journed to permit members to attend 
the races on_ the © all-important 
Wednesday. The King and Queen are 
usually ‘present and.all’ members of 
the: royal family. who can attend; but 
there is- no royal parade, as at Ascot 
races, the royal party dxiving to the 
rear of the stands, reaching the 
apartments and box reserved for.them 
by a private stairway.

, Holland ‘Vehicular Tunnel 
under the Hudson River is rap- 
idly nearing conipletion. It is 
possible to walk today dry-shod 
from New York to New Jersey through 
either of the tubes. The ‘route lies 
through .clean, well-lighted passages 
a@-mile and three-quarters in length. 
Automobiles. have already made the 
trip under the river, which. indicates 
how nearly finished are the tubes to- 
day. Before the great runways are 
opened tor traffic, however, the ven- 
ftilating System must be installed and 
the approaches completed—a work that 
will take months. 

Visitors to the tunnel find the long 
under-river stretch walled from end to 
end -with white-glazed tiles and the 
sa roadway ready for business. The 

el appears at present as it will 
appear when it is: officially opened. 
“The entrance and the exit at the Man- 
) hattan end have been completed, but 
a delay has been caused at the New 
| Jersey end by the striking of unex- 
pected springs. 

The tunnel visitor today is taken 
through the westbound tube, which 
leaves the surface in the back yards of 
B& row of, old houses in Greenwich Vil- 
Jage just above Canal Stgeqt., ‘The first 
‘impression the new tunnel gives is one 
of surprise at its spaciousness.- The 
Toadway has a minimum width of 
twenty-two feet and widens at the 
curves.

The | cumnate will be. ventilated. by 
four stations,. two on either side of 
river. One. of. these is -being built. at 
Canal and West. Streets. The land 
stations will supply the tubes with 
fresh air from their entrances to 
points well out under .the Hudson 
River. 

Two a&ditional plants will be built 
on either side about 1,000 feet out 
from the shore line, or on a line with 
the outer ends of the river piers. They 
will be some five stories In height and 
extend from below the floor of the 
tunnel to a point above the level of | 
the water at high tide. The roofs of 
the plants will serye as the flotr of 
the piers. These two plants will supply - 
fresh air to the tubes between the lines 
of the piers. 

The fresh air is forced: Vinto the tubes 
from beneath the floors and is sucked 
out at the roof. The_plan is: adopted 
because the gases thrown off from the 
automobiles are warmer than the air 
and will naturally rise. The action 
of the machinery and the movement 
of the air will be silent:or early 80, 
and persons passing through the tubes 
will be unconscious of the complicated 
and powerful machinery ‘that aphrates 
for their safety. 

The new system of ventilation makes 
it possible to change the air completely 
throughout the two tubes once every 
forty seconds, or at the rate of three 
times in ‘two minutes. The air of the 
tubes even midway between the shores, 
it is said, will be purer than‘ that of 
many of New ‘York's crowded streets, 
especially in warm weather, Tests have ‘ 
already been made by runing auto- 
mobiles of various types through -the 
tunnel. Even without artificial ventila- 
tion, the atmosphere remains remark- 
ably good. Nothing has been left un- 
done to provide for ample air under 
the most crowded conditions.

This is the situation that confronts 
education. We face a-future which 
changes, : with ever more problems con- 
fronting us. New types: of education 
must be devised if the school is to be 
adequate to ‘its task. 


Home Training Passes. 


Condi-. 


Let.us turn then. to education and 


the school. 

Education is. both broader and older 
than’the school. In the earliest days 
there were .no schools: . Children 
learned by taking part with their par- 
ents. how .to manage the daily routine 
of life.. Association in, tribal affairs 
gaye the necessary wider acquaintance 
and outloak. Later came a time when 


the increasing cultural accumulations 
could not adequately be cared for in 
this incidental fashion. The school 
was thus born as an intentional insti- 
tution to take care of what would not 
educationally be cared for incidentally. 

When writing was invented the 

school became more formal, less life- 
like. When literature had accumulat- 
ed. and systems of thought were 
formulated and reduced to writing the 
«school period was greatly extended and 
the procedure was made still more 
formal, still further removed. from 
*‘life.’” 
‘Meanwhile the older education -of 
home and community still continued. 
‘Phe many got from it the most or all 
of their education, the necessary prep- 
aration for the moral ‘and practical 
side :of life. 
slong with ghanges in the practical, 
the formal education of the school. 
Life and the school each educated, 
but for a different purpose and iff a 
different way. 

Our growing industrialism has great- 
ly changed all of this. . The home is 
a. differént institution. It now buys 
where it once raised and made. Can- 
dles, soap, lard, meat, meal, thread, 
cloth, clothes, once produced at the 
home, now come from the factory. 
Children, associate but little with their 
parents in the old helpful way. In the 
city—and America fast becomes urban 
<the father is absent most of the day 
at business, the children are absent 
most of the day at school or in the 
afternoon at play. What with home 


lessons, not to mention ‘‘movies’’ and | 


motor rides, the evening affords small 
opportunity for the educative associa- 
tion once so significant. The home as 
an educational institution has greatly 
lost. 


Life More Complex. 


The community, too, has changed. 
Now it has become typically a grow- 
ing city connected by far-reaching 
trade to the uttermost parts of the 
earth. .The. economic and political 
processes once open and clear in the 
simple. community have become too 
complex and too hidden even for the 
grown-ups to understand. Still less 
can children simply gréw up into an 
adequate grasp of them. Civilization 
has added immensely to what must be 
known. At the same time it has made 
it harder for the child ‘to learn. 

It.is quite true that the city child 
learns just by living out his life a vast 
deal that his country grandparents did 
not know; but there are just. as truly 
certain very significant lacks. ‘Insight, 
ate to the fulhdamental social and eco- 
‘nomic processes is far harder to grasp,

Issue’ Not Settled Yet. 

The problem of Morocco is still far 
from solution, and Krim’s. defeat 
merely sets the stage for'a renewal 
“of the struggle between. the .great 
powers of the world, a struggle which 
began to be acute as far as 1905. 

The motive of this struggle lies in 
the Straits of Gibraltar. Through 
this narrow waterway ‘passes the 
commerce of half the world. Its con- 


_ trol is vital to Spain, France and Italy 


—as Mediterranean powers—and to 
Great Britain, who commands from 


the Rock of Gibraltar the route ‘to 


India. Even the United States, re- 
mote as it is from most European 
affairs, does not ignore the mastery 


of the Straits. Though Mark Twain 
observed of Tangier that when a man 
had committed a crime so black that 
capital punishment was too mild.they 
appointed him consul-general to Tan- 
sier, the State Department at West: | 
ington has for twenty years kept a 
keen éye on this city, which, no less 
than Gibraltar, dominates this high- 
way of the world. . 

The real struggle in Morocco has 
beén not so much between Abd-el- 
Krim and the French and Spaniards 
as between France and Great Britain 
for control of Tangier. Spain was 
once prestiftied to be the British cats- 
paw in thé imbroglio, while Krim was 
said to have been the tool—whether 
conscious. or not—first of France 
against Spain, then of Spain against 
France, and finally of Great Britain 
against both. 


Morocco in the early days of the 
century represented for Germany her 
**place:in-the sun.’’ The Mannesmann 
interests had acquired iron mines in 
the interior of the Riff 2 * England 
‘and France had just concluded their 
entente .cordiale when Wilhelm II 
debarked at Tangier on March 31, 
1905, and declared himself ready to 
support the Sultan in the mainte- 
nance of his-complete independence. 

This bold assertion* of: policy was 
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matic clothes and assembled at Alge- 
ciras, The conference, at which the 
United States was officially represent- 
ed, signed a document khown as the 
Act of Algeciras, in 1906, which pro-, 
vided for the internationalization of 
Tangier and its. government by the 
Conseil Sanitaire, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the diplomatic corps sta- 
tioned at that city, pending a more 
definite form of government. Actu- 
ally the Act of Algeciras was merely 
a mask for an agreement. between 
France and.

months of tension France and Ger- 
many came to an agreement in which 
the Germans recognized that France, 
whieh had. virtually disregarded the 
Act of. Algeciras, ‘had “special political 
interests” in Morocco. 


The Agadir Affair. 


The third Morocco incident, in 1911, 
was caused by the dispatch of the lit- 
tle German gunboat Panther to Agadir, 
on the Atlantic coast of Morocto, to 
protect German interests. This was 
promptly interpreted by France as a 
threat of war. The Germans stuck to 
their point, claiming that, after all, 
Morocco was not French territory, un- 
til Lioyd George's Mansion House 
speech of July 21, in which the then 
Chancellor of the Exchequer said: 

If a situation were to be forced 
upon us in which peace could only 
be preserved by the surrender of 
the great and beneficent position 
Britain has won by centuries of 
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Spanish Machine Gunners in Action Against the Riffs. \ x 
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heroism and achievement, by allow- 
ing Britain to be treated -where her 
interests were vitally affected as if 
she were.of no account in the cabi- 
net of nattons, then I say emphati- 
cally that peace at that price would 
be a humiliation intolerable for a 
great country like ours to endure, 


This meant war if Germany perse- 


\vered, and the Germans had no de- 


sire for war over Morocco. So France, 
in accordance with her secret under- 


‘|standing with Great Britain and her 


accord with Spain, went ahead in the 
subjection of Morocco under Marshal 
Lyautey. 

Lyautey built roads and secured.a 
dominating influence over the Sultan. 
During the war he deposed the Sultan 
as being pro-German and installed in 
his~place the present incumbent, Mu- 


,|lay Yussef, who had been perfectly 


well-behaved from the French point of 
view. In the meantime the Spaniards 
had. done little or nothing to develop 
their section of. Morocco, 

The well-organized network of roads 
and forts of French Morocco were 
separated from Tangier by a belt of 
impenetrable country inhabited by the 
wild tribes of the Riff. Little. prog- 
ress was made toward subduing these 
tribes. Desultory warfare between 


Spaniards and Riffi dragged on, much, 


on the order of the Spanish troubles 
in Cuba, but nothing happened until 
after the war, when France made a 
bold bid to secure exclusive control of 
Tangier. 

This spurred ‘Spain to reassert her 





own rights in Morocco, and at that 
precise moment Abd-el-Krim rose up 
in the Riff to protest against Span- 
ish advance. Largely with .munitions 
which reached ‘him through French 
Morocco, Krim began his «struggle 
against Spain, a struggle which 
lasted until last Wednesday and at 
its ‘height brought 250,000 men into 
the field against his 20,000 riflemen. 
Since 1920, when Krim took the 
field against Spain, Moroccan affairs 
have been shrouded in impenetrable 
mystery. News dispatches from the 
French and Spanish zones have been 
vague. From Paris and Madrid have 
appeared tons of such utterly unrelia- 
ble data about the situation that initial 
reports of Krim’s capitulation was 
promptly interpreted in some nae eats 
as a plot to bolster up the declining 
franc. The French and Spanish press 
have ‘had Krim dead, imprisoned by 
his tribal chieftains or fleeing at least 


Ya dozen times in the past few months, 


and the events which led up to his 
actual overthrow constitute a neat bit 
of political strategy. 

As to who and what is the man who 
kept two great powers at bay for five 
years little enough is known. Mo- 
hammed ben Abd-el-Krim and his 
younger brother, M’hammed ben Abd- 
el-Krim, of the tribe of Beni War- 
riagel, are natives of Spanish. Mo- 
rocco. At one time the elder was em- 
ployed in the Spanish Office of Native 
Affairs at Melilla, and was imprisoned 
in 1918 for a conspiracy against the 


Spanish. Raymond  Recouly, ttle 
French publicist, in an igspired article, 
recently referred to him as a “simple 
little secretary’? who received between 
100 and 200 pesetas a month. Ac- 
cording to the legend, Krim took to 
arms when General Sylvestre No- 
varro kicked him for presenting a 
Riffian petition for independence, 
Spanish Routed iin 1921, 

But subsequent events proved Krim 
to be very far from a ‘‘simple little 
secretary.’’ In 1920 he fled inland 
from Melilla and organized an army 
of 6,000 men. He marched on Melil- 
la in August, 1921, and surrotinded 
and captured Novarro and. 20,000 
Spanish troops. The humiliation to 
Spanish. arms was.as drastic .as the 
Italian defeat in Abyssinia-over twenty 
years earlier and started a chain of 
events in Spain which led eventually 
to the dictatorship of Primo de Rivera. 
By the end of 1921 he had driven the 
Spanish out of the Riff and the Rho- 
marra. 

After the reorganization in Spain 
a fresh attempt was made in 1924, un- 
der General Bereguer, to reconquer 
the Spanish zone. But in the Spring 
Krim again overwhelmed the Spanish 
army at Annual, capturing 20,000 
more troops and effectively putting 
Spain out of the war. By November 
of that year Primo de Rivera ordered 
a general Spanish retreat and by the 
beginning of 1925 Abd-el-Krim ‘ruled 
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> 
first success ‘he hed talked eof a “Rift 
Republic,” but that soon yielded 
and it was as “Sultan of Adjir’’ that 
he thén addressed the world. 

The French had watched the Span- 
ish disasters with complacency, some 
say also with complicity; but Lyautey 
had taken advantage of the Riff war 
Ouergha Valley and cut 
off the mountaineers from their food 
supplies. As the Summer of 1925 ap- 
proached it became necessary for the 
Riffi to obtain food. from this. valley 
or to submit to France. 

The French claimed the territory 
they had occupied by virtue of the so- 
called “Delcassé line,’’ an arbitrary 
boundary drawn on the map by the 
French Foreign Minister in the 
Franco-Spanish agreement which pre- 
ceded the Act of Algeciras, which took 
no acount of geographic or political 
conditions. By occupying it they vir- 
tually ‘forced the Riffi to attack them 
or to starve or to surrender. — 


Stood Off France, Too.

The desertion of certain classes of 
our farm population for the cities 
happens not only because of the lure 
of the. cities, but more especially be- 
cause, as in all other fields of en- 
deavor, many of these people have not 
been scientifically trained in a manner 
to warrant success. It is no more rea- 
sonable to suppose that a farmer is 
born than that a man may success- 
fully hope to compete in the field of 
chemistry unless he has been gradu- 
ated from a school giving an approved 
course in chemistry, 

Modern business methods must be 
introduced into the farm, especially / 
in the field of marketing, if Jt is. to 
succeed, and if the farmer is to have 
at hand a knowledge of which of his 
crops succeed, and what factors ‘are 
responsible for his success or failure. 
He must use science to supplement, 
the waywardness of nature. He must 
improve the quality of his stock by 
correct bréeding. He must know how 
to market—not in the manner of other 
days when he hitched up old Dobbin, 
rode to the market of the nearest 
town, and depended for his sales. on 
retail purchases. ' 

Science is the keynote of the age, 
Land science must be the keynote of 
the farmer. He- must not only intro- 
duce the cost system into his farming 
operations, but must find a way to 
obtain more than cost of production 
for his products, 

Lack of Progress. 

There are today, throughout the 
country, in certain sections, . farmers 
who have worked their meagre acres 
in the same manner for thirty or forty 
years. Should you wander by the 
pastyre and into the barns at milking 
time, ask the owner statistics con-

cerning his ‘miJk yield, stressing such 
factors as the bacteriological count or 
the butterfat yield,) he would not know 
what you meant. 

The successful farmer today, -how- 
ever, puts each one of his dairy cows 
on the books. . He knows the yield 
of the cow and the annual cost and 
upkeep of the animal, and he knows 
that, unless-the yield is greater than 
the upkeep, that’ animal is a loss to 
him and must be replaced. Only such 
methods can make for successful 
farming and economically independent 
farmers. 

Assuming now that the éssential 
factors, such, as proper education, 
equipment and’ good business judg- 
ment, are achieved, the most impor- 
tant problem that presents itself is 
that of keeping the farmer on the 
soil. Many. otherwise successful 
farmers return to town because the 
recreational facilities of the country 
cannot: compete with the town’s. 

The United States Department‘ of 
Agriculture, under Dr. C. W. War- 
burton, Director of Extension Work, 
has wisely concerned itself with the 
educational and recreational facilities 
in agricultural communities, Today 
thousands of agents, under his direc- 
tion throughout the entire country, 
both men and women, promote every 
facility that will tend to offset the 
ardors of the day in the field; and it 
is largely through such methods that 
the men and women of today are 
transforming their homes and com- 
munities into centres that outshine 
many centres of our largest cities. 

The Farmers of Today. 


The successful farmer of today has} 
a well-built, well-planned home, with 
commodious and well-planned interior, 
with radio and automobile, and’ is in 
constant contact with the State uni- 
versities. _He is- placed well forward 
in the category of those who have 
rmade the United States an oa 
ing nation. 

A really brilliant factor in pointing 
the right way is the National Farm 
School, at Doylestown, Pa. ‘This 
school takes city boys and intends to

PUBLIC LIBRARY THE VICTIM 
_ OF VERY FEW BOOK THIEVES 





Suspects Are Trailed Relentlessly and Arrests 
Are Nearly Always Followed by Convictions - 


ESPITE the millions of books 
regularly consulted and lent at. 
the Public Library, loss through 
theft is at present almost negligible. 
A few years ago book thefts were 
much more common. and _ certain 
thieves specialized in book stealing. 
Today the Library is known to be a 
Gangerous place from. which to steal. 

In the course of a year some fifty 
books usually disappear from the 
library. The number is small “when 
it is considered that more than 5,000, - 
100 people use the books in the open 
shelves, and that more than 2,300,000 
volumes are given out in the several 
veading rooms. Any one suspected of 
stealing books is followed relentlessly 
and arrests of this kind are almost 
invariably followed by conviction. 
Every year about half a dozen book 
thieves are traced and jailed. 

A. uniformed guard stands at the 
entrance to the main reading room 
and a guard is'placed at every en- 
trance. Any one leaving the library 
with a book in his hand is questioned. 
Bags. and brief cases are: examined. 
Thus it is difficult for a thief to con- 


> the guards: 
The clue to the theft of a book is 
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of passing the guards in order to 
enjoy this. convenience. 

The theft of a book valued at $50 
or less comes under the law for petty 
larceny. In some instances rare books 
have been recovered long after the 
thefts occurred. A remarkable case 
happened recently at the library of 
New .York University. Months ago 
three rare volumes had disappeared, 
under suspicious circumstances; but 
definite evidence could not be secured 
to fasten the guilt on any one. The 
books .were found later in a bookshop 
in Calffornia. They still bore the 
library identification marks. It was 
possible to follow up the history of 
their sales across the continent and 
to fix the blame at last upon a man 
living in the Bronx. He had long 
been under suspicion and is now in 
jail.

N a bright morning last- Febru- 
ary the schooner of our expe- 
dition was coasting the eastern 
shore of Yucatan when we 
sighted a Maya temple. We anchored 
and went ashore to investigate. 

In the rear of the temple was a 
eharacteristic Maya altar, about two 
feet square and raised some six inches 
above the floor level. In the centre 
‘was a pile of burned copal, or incense, 
made from the gum of a tree. Copal 











‘ was burned by the ancient Mayas to 


the Feathered Serpent and to their 
ether gods. Leaning against the back 
wall of the building, their bases in 
these ashes, stood two small wooden 
@rosses, made not of tree branches but 
ef planed wood. 

While Dr. Spinden was measuring 
the temple I took these two» crosses 
ou and photographed them. I 

finished when I saw an In- 
@ian coming along -the beach of the 
lagoon. For a moment he was hidden 
behind a clump of bushes growing on 
the low bluff where the temple stood. 
I dashed inside and restored the cross- 
es to their places on the altar. When 
the Indian appeared, his evident solic- 
ftude for the sanctity of the temple 
was somewhat baffled by our non- 
ehalance. 

Again and again the members of our 
expedition had this sort of experience. 
No sooner would we reach an old 
Maya ruin than an Indian would ap- 
pear as if by magic and keep a close 
eye on us until we had finished our 
measuring. and photographing. Not 
once b a hundred times was it made 
evident”to #8 that the Indidns of the 
Yucatan Pentisula regard these tem- 
ples-of the ancient Mayas with rever- 
ence and that they resent foreign in- 
vasion. This is significant when we 
bear in mind that science has never 
been sure of the relation between the 
contemporary natives and the mén 
who: filled the jungles of Central 
America with tall cities of white lime- 
stone. 

Mystery Surrounds Mayas. 

Of all the great races with which 
archaeology is concerned, none is more 
shrouded in romance than is the Maya 
race. For while the origin of many 
races is obscure, the Mayas have both 
a mysterious beginning and a mysteri- 
ous ending. What became of the na- 
tion that filled Guatemala with sculp- 
ture and Yucatan with: archictecture, 
the like of which few ancient countries 
have ever seen? What mysterious 


causes brought about the collapse of: 


this high civilization just before the 
Spanish conquerors arrived? ; 
Some authorities contend that the 
natives found in Yucatan by the first 
Spaniards were direct descendants of 
the men who built the white-towered 
eities all along the coast of that 
eountry. But others maintain that 
these Indians were members of col- 
lateral tribes that occupied the lime- 
stone cities after their builders, for 
Some unknown, had disappeared. 
question has been one of the 
@utstanding moot points in the Maya 
siddle. 


Onases of Decay. 


Im previous articles I have referred 
fio some of thé causes that have been 
suggested as bringing about demoral- 
ization of Maya civilization. One of 
these causes was the civil wars that 
broke out among the Mayas of North- 
ern Yucatan about the year 1200 A. D., 
fostered and selfishly utilized by in- 
wading Toltecs from the highlands of 
Mexico. Probably another potent 
gause of this culture’s collapse was a 
pestilence that came in the wake of 
the civil strife. Yellow fever, we be- 
Heve it to have been. Diego de Landa, 
Banches de Aguilar, Cogolludo and 
other early Spanish commentators 
mention native traditions of great epi-

On the southern border of Mexico 

r. Spinden found fi irines placed on 
an old Maya altar by modern natives 
who had made the figurines them- 
selves. In northerp Yucatan he found 
Indians putting out bowls of posole (a 
drink made of corn) as offerings to the 
Wind God. The“strangest thing was 
that over these bowls they hung the 
cross of Christ, little wooden cgpsses 
similar to those we found in crumbling 
temples throughout the wide area cov- 
ered by our expedition. 


Not Christians at Heart. 


Yet there is not much evidence fa- 
vorable to the ‘contention. that these 
Indians have really accepted. Chris- 
tianity. On the contrary, no dopbt, 
many of them hate its. very name. In 
the heart of the thick bush of Quin- 
tana Roo Dr. §pinden and I found 
magnificent Spanish cathedrals ten- 
anted only by bats and buzzards; un- 
entered perhaps for generations by 
men, except for such chance wander- 
ers as ourselves. Within a few miles 
copal was burning in Maya temples, 
albeit the hands that brought the of- 
ferings had lost the skill that built 
these structures centuries ago. 

The hostllity to outsiders, which the 
independent Indians of Quintana. Roo 
have shown for many years, does not 
necessarily prove the continuation of 
ancient customs and a jealousy for old 
holy places. Much of this animosity, 
which resulted in attacks on some 
archaeological expeditions that preced- 
ed ours, was due to commercial mo- 
tives. For years the Indians were 
struggling against Mexican taxation 
and trade exploitation and fired at all 
unidentified outsiders without waiting 
But there can 
be no doubt, in view of our recent ex- 
perience, that they are also extremely 
suspicious of foreign interest in their 
altars and shrines. ; 

After our discovery; of the ruins of 
Muyil we learned that our advance on 
that place had precipitated an Indian 
council of war. One party had been 
for ejecting us by force before we 
should profane Muyil , with -¢yen. a 
glance. The other patty, ‘oad “up of] 
those whoni the new prosperity ‘found- 
ed on the trade in chicle has intro- 
duced to the ways of the outer world, 
was for letting us alone, so long as we 
injured no building-and carried away 
no relic of former piety. Fortunately 
for us, this party carried the day. 

But as we went on through the coun- 
try, entering one holy of holies after 
another, the strength of old prejudices 
grew. We got unmistakable evidence 
of amore hostile attitude in our second 
and last interview with the ruler of 
all these Indians, General Francisco 
May, whose name well indicates how 
undiluted in his veins flows ban blood 
of the Mayas. 


The Forbidden Cities. 


One rainy, dismal afternoon Dr, 
Spinden and I, with our mule train, 
reached an’ Indian town, its few 
thatched huts lying within the em- 
brace of one of those stone walls that 
tell how the Spanish conquest came— 
and went. A gift of sugar to a sick 
child won wus the favor of the, Indian 
Lieutenant in command of the village 
(General May's organization, through 
which he rules his people and grows 
rich. on chicle, is military).. This 
friendly Lieutenant told us he could 
take us to two cities-of old Maya stone 
buildings ‘‘which my people still use.” 
But he dared not lead us to these hid- 
den cittes unless we first got the = 
migsion of General May. 

The Lieutenant said these cities were 
called Huntichmul (Among the Pyra- 
mids) and (Ichmul) Conspicuous, or 
Prominent, Pyramid. We had never 
heard of either before; and the Lieu- 
tenant's desciption of them as Indian 
rallying points that no white man had 
ever seen threw us into a fever of 
eagerness to visit these forbidden 
places. 

We hurried to the Indian capital, 
Santa Cruz de Bravo, a town that is 
the mere shadow of what it was under 
Spanish rule. We found General May 
sitting on a bale of chicle in a ware- 


‘hous opposite the great ruined Span- 


ish cathederal which the Indians use 
as a mule corral. ‘Beside it they have 
built their own little church of logs

clothes, which looked like white ‘pa- 
jamas with a frill on each breast. His 
feet were bare. Though we. pleaded, 
for half an hour, he refused, politely 
but firmly, to permit us to see Hunti- 
chmul and Ichmul.

Ichmul. 


‘We observed that we had not injured 
any building or removed anything we 
found therein.. The General remarked 
gravely that this tiad been néted in our 
favor. The way he said this made me 
shudder, for. only Dr. Spimden’s ear- 
nest’ pleading had dissdaded me from 


one of the altars of that sacred subter- 
ranean temple. 


Finally, this Indian potentate said; 
‘‘Bvery day my people are becpming

Founded on Chewing Gum 


The eagerness of these primitive 
people for some of the mechanical ad- 
vantages the white man has developed 
is pitiful to ‘see. -ts return for our 
shotguns and radio sets they can give 
us light on thé wonders of their past, 
as they have begun to. give us their 
mahogany and their chicle. Dr. Spin- 
den does not exaggerate when he says 
that ‘‘American erchasajogy is founded 
on chewing gum.’ But for the 
introductions to these Indians, which 
were given to us by the privileged 
Chicle Development Company and its 
astute agents, we might not have 
found half the buildings we gxplored. 

Our discovery that there are in the 
‘heart of the Quintana Roo bush two 
fo:bidden cities, that the Indians ‘‘still 
use,’* holds important and exciting 
possibilities. Since the first.European 
and American explorers began to pen- 
etrate the Maya country there have 
been rumors o.’ cities in which a rem- 
nént ofthe old civilization li on, 
undisturbed by outside change. y Aen 
cently as 1842 (and that is very recent 
from an archaeBlogist’s point of view), 
John L. Stephens, the. explorer, was 
told by a Spanish padre of sych a 
thing in the wild district of Vera Paz, 
Guatemala. 


“The thing that roused us,’’ said 
Stephens. ‘‘was the padre’s assertion 
that four days on the road to Mexico, 
on the other side of the great sierra, 
was a living city, large and populous, 
occupied by Indians, precisely in the 
same state as before the discovery of 
America. He had heard of it many 
years before at the village pf Chajul, 
and was told by the, villagers that 
from the topmost ridge of the sierra 
this city was distinctly visible. 

‘‘He was then young, and with much 
labor climbed tothe naked summit of 
the sierra, from which, at a height of 
ten or twelve thousand feet, he looked 
over an immense plain extending to 
Yucatan and the Gulf of Mexico, and 
saw at @ great distance a large city 
spread over.a great space, and with 
turrets white and glittering in the sun 
The traditionary account of the In: 
dians of Chajul is that no white man 
has ever reached this city; that the in- 
habitants speak the Maya language, 
are aware that a race of strangers has 
conquered the whole country around, 
and murdér any white man who at- 
tempts to enter their territory. 


Some Special Native Importance. 


Even if there was such an occupied 
Maya city in Stephens’s time, it may 
well be deserted now, although that 
part of mountainous Guatemala js-still

indelible parts of American his- 
tory. A number of memorials in this 
country havé been completed of are 
projected by survivors of combat divi- 
sions in France. World War monu- 
ments have been erected in almost 
every American city and town. But 
thus far there is no permanent re- 
minder of the days of 1917 and 1918 
at Plattsburg, a name written-large 
fn the military history of the country. 
For not only is it the site of one of the 
few land victories in:‘the War of 1812° 
and within view of the scene of Mc- 
Donough’s victory on Lake Cham- 
plain, but it is the. birthplace -of an 
idea, the ‘‘Plattsburg idea,’s for the 
training for responsibility and leader- 
ship, and here in 1917 thousands of 
New Yorkers and New Englanders 
from civil life. were molded into of- 
ficers. 


Campaign for Chapel. 


With a view to correcting this omis- 
sion, there will be launched next Sun- 
day a campaign for the raising of 
$250,000 for a memorial chapel on 
some suitable spot. on the parade 
ground at. Plattsburg Barracks. The 
proposed building will be pan-secta- 
rian, with provision for worship for 
those of Catholic, Jewish and Prot- 
estant faiths. It would thus stand 
not only as a memorial, but be of ser- 
vice to men gtill wearing the uniform, 
for the thousand or so regulars sta- 
tioned the year round at Plattsburg 
and for several thousand young men 
who follow each Summer in fhe foot- 
steps of those who attended the 1915, 
1916 and (917 civilian military train- 
ing camps. 

From. the 1917 Plattsburg camps 
came the line officers* who at Camp 
Upton. trained the Seventy-seventh, 
“New York’s Own,’’ Division; also 
New Englanders who made soldiers 
out of civilians at Camp Devens, and 
hundreds .who accepted temporary 
commissions in the regular army and 
were. among the first to get into ac- 
tion in France; There was scarcely a 
division in the American army in 
France whose casualty lists did not 
contain the names of young officers 
who received their first military train- 
ing at the century-old army post over- 
looking Lake ‘Champlain. 

They calloused their feet hiking 
along the Chateaugay Road. In the 
shade of the pine trees south of the 
barracks they discussed the advance 
guard problems that confronted Ser- 
geant Hill of the textbooks: and his 
indomitable but mythical command.

porary: building, already fast falling 
into decay.- During the week there 
may have been held a dance, meetings 
of courts-martial, official boards and 
gatherings of all kinds.

*‘‘'There are no Government unde 
available for a chapel at-army posts. 
The War Department. cannot appro- 
priate that which it does not have.

-“In addition, there are historical 
reasons for the building of a memo- 
rial chapel at Plattsburg Barracks. 
This post has been a military reserva- 
tion ever since 1812, Within the limits 
of the‘ military reservation are the 
remains of three forte—Forts Scott, 
Brown and Moreau—hastily thrown 
up during the Battle of Plattsburg in 
which the British were disastrously 
defeated. Some time ago workmen un- 
earthed the skeletons of two men who 
doubtless were killed in. the battle 
over a hundred years ago. _For all 
these years their resting place has 
been unknown and unmarked. Today 
they sleep beside other~ comrades in 
the post cemetery, but withggraves 
marked, ‘Unknown.’ 


The Idea Carried On 

**Moreover, here the great ‘Platts- 
burg idea’ had its birth. The fame of 
this ‘idea’ in a short time became 
world wide. Thousands of young men 
heafd the call and came for their mili- 
tary training. Today hundreds of 
them sleep in France, under the Stars 
and Stripes and under the Tricolor. 
Others are buried in this country. 

“Since 1921 at this same home of 
the ‘Plattsburg idea’ have been trained 
over 15,000 young men. .They repre- 
sent the finest of. our youth. Each 
man passed a rigid physical examina- 
tion and was required to have a cer- 
tifficate of moral , character. ‘When 
such young men as attend, the Sum- 
mer camps come and ask for the loca- 
tion of the post chapel, one hardly 
knows what to say. Last Summer a

Never will.I 
forget their look of astonishment as 
they glanced at the cheerless room 
with its kitchen chairs and makeshift 
fittings. .

| Public. Opinion Condemning lenmiiey for’ Gare- 
R lessness — Taking Chances Swells New 
‘York Accident List 


ARELESSNESS on the part of 
the motor veliicle driver. in ac- 
cident cases, whether the: pri- 

mary cause be recklessness or 
{inattention on the road, is destined to 
be dealt with more: severely by. the 
€ourts: than has. usually been done. 
This is the opinion’ .of .Robbins: B. 
Btoeckel,. Motor Vehicle Commissioner 
#f Connecticut. There have been many 
evidences lately. that a similar view 
da held by officials. in.other parts. of 
the country in their dealings with 
those who disregard traffic‘and safety 
Tegulations. . 

Commissioner Stoeckel emphasizes 
the necessity of more drastic treat- 
ment of careless motorists by explain- 
ing in his latest informative. bulletin 
that of the motor vehicle accidents in 
Connecticut last year: 16,378 were 
due to the carelessness of the motor- 
ist, while. only 1,000 were directly 
traceable to adult pedestrians and 


1,548 to children in the streets. De-) 


fective equipment ‘causéd 844 acci- 
dents. More than’ 8,000 accidents 
were due to other causes. 

“The chance to place blame for an 
accident,” says Commissioner Stoeckel, 
“em the cay or one of its accessories 
on the highway or street is fast dimin- 
ishing. Fn the light of this analysis, 
blame in three-fourths of all the cases 
attaches to the driver of the car. 

\ “It is right in the light of the facts 
to demand more specifically than ever 
before that a person operating a car 
be so able, meaning that he not only 
ean perform the mechanical operation 
Mecessary to driving the car but also 
has‘ the brains and motorization, sense 
that his reaction to each traffic emer- 
gency is correct. One qualification 
which will now be more particularly 


demanded of him is concentration in‘ 


Ws driving. He must attend to bust- 
Ness. 

‘Discipline will be pointed more 
@gainst the troublemaker as a repre- 
sentative of a class and less as an in- 
Gividual. Careless and inattentive op- 
erators will be viewed with disfavor, 
and the authorities will give them less 
eonsideration as time goes on.” 


Carelessness in New York. 


A striking illustration of this care- 
less tendency is presented in the acci- 
dent statistics for April in New York 
State, just compiled by the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles. It shows a total of 
8,597 accidents, causing 157 deaths, in 
that month, 

“Of these accidents,” says the report, 
**there were 1,590 at street intersec- 
tions, twenty-eight resulting fatally. 





the right of way they will cause an 
accident rather than yield. The right 
of way is one thing, but remaining 
alive is another. It is quite difficult 
to anticipate what the other driver in- 
tends to do, so it becomes necessary 
for the motorist to have his machine 
under such control that if he sees that 
another motorist deliberately intends 
to violate the law he will be able to 
avoid an accident. 

“Many motorists driving along the 
street notice~ pedestrians crossing, 
sound their horn and feel it is incum- 
bent upon the pedestrian to remove 
himself from. the highway. . Many pe- 
destrians have poor eyesight. Others 
have defective hearing. The mere fact. 
that a motorist sounds his horn does 
not mean that the pedestrian has 
heard it. The fact that a machine !s 
going straight toward a person does 
not mean that the person has seen the 
approaching vehicle. These conditions 
must be borne in mind by the motorist 
if he is to avoid accidents with pedes- 
trians,” 

Of the 157 April fatalities 113 were 
caused by motor vehicles striking pe- 
destrians. 


Disregard of Traffic Signals. 


It is also interesting to note that 
both Commissioner Stoeckel and Com- 


nissioner Charles A. Harnett of this 


State have something to say regarding 
the carelessness of many motorists in 
obeying traffic signals. 

“In sofne® cities having a red stop 
light, an amber light to clear one-way 
traffic and a green signal to g0,’’ says 
Commissioner Harnett, ‘“‘it has been 
noted that both pedestrians and motor 
vehicles start on the amber light. 
This accounts for many accidents,: If 
traffic signals are to be effective they 
must be observed by the pedestrian, 
and, in addition, the motorist must 
lend his cooperation; and in all cases 
a strict enforcement of cross-walk 
ordinances should be adhered to by the 
police, so as to compel reckless and 
heedless motorists, and also indiscreet 
pedestrians, to observe rules which 
have been’ jaid down for universal 
safety. ‘ 

“In many cities where traffic con- 
trol is regulated by lighting systems 
both the pedestrian and the motorist 
fail to observe proper caution where 
the motorist is permitted to make a 
right-hand turn, which brings; him 
across the stream of pedestrian traf- 
fic. It is practically impossible to 
prevent left and right hand turns at 
all intersections, but where they are 
permitted unusual care must be exer- 
cised to reduce the startling accidents 





and deaths which are being caused 
from this type of accident.” SH 
Commissioner Stoeckel states that 
human nature is such that if’a signal 
seems to a certain type of man to be 
unreasonably the cause of delay, under 
certain circumstances of: traffic, he 


will deliberately disregard it. There-' 


fore signal systems must be watched. 

“It is a fair conclusion,” he adds, 
‘that each court will demand less evi- 
dence as the problem gets more acute. 
So, because of his increased responst- 
bility, the chance that the operator 


will be arrested and prosecuted is} 


greater than ever before.’’ 
Enforcement More Severe. 


The Connecticut commissioner alsg 
reports that during the four months 
from Jan. 1 to May 1 the financial 
responsibility act which went into ef- 
fect in that’State at the beginning of 
rigs year ‘whas been invoked against 

1,488 car owners. This ag provides 
that after conviction of accident the 
motorist must_file proof of. financial 
responsibility or lose his registration.

“Unquestionably the next session of 
the Legislature,’’ says Mr. Stoeckel, 
**will broaden the scope of this law, 
if it works out as is now expected, 
and it may be that action will be 
taken to result in bringing every con- 
viction and accident under its’ opera- 
tion, ‘Its moral effect. on those to 
whom it is applied is bound to be good. 
The experience of an undesirable go- 
ing from one insurance or bonding 


company to another trying to find’ 


some one who will guarantee him in 
the light of a bad record is bound to 
be educational. 

‘“*The. classes against which enforce- 
ment is di will be more generally 
inclusive. with less attention, except 
possibly in courts, to individual cases. 
More people will be arrested and se- 
verely dealt with by the police, courts 
and State authorities, all of this being 
consequent to the echo of the public 
sentiment which is beginning to say 
in no uncertain terms that accidents 
and recklessness on the highways 
must. stop.” j

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS IN ARKANSAS 





Wo the Editor of The New York Times: 

Among various cruelties that have 
grown out of the commercial exploita- 
tion of dumb animals it has remained 
for a district of the State of Arkansas 
to reveal a special and particular ex- 
ample of what in this connection men 
will do for mong. 

A few years ago the American Hu- 
mane Association sent a representative 
to El Dorado, Ark., to investigate re- 
ports of the abuse of mules used in 
Oil fields in that region. The investi- 
gator discovered and described a situ- 
ation that brought an avalanche of 
protest to the Governor of Arkansas 
and other important citizens of that 
Btate, besides indignant letters to 
newspapers in all parts of the United 
States. The visiting agent of the Hu- 
mane Association appealed to the El 
Dorado Women’s Club. Money was 
contributed from the East to help’ or- 
‘ganize a local animal protective so- 
elety. 

A few weeks ago the samé repre- 
sentative of the American Humane 
Association went to El Dorado again. 
A new oil field had been opened at 
Dumas City, close by. Here are a few 
extracts from his report: - 

‘“The derricks come into view and 
you are soon at Dumas City. * * * 
Tod the left is a sharp turn. The way 
fies across a swamp, with its water- 
pools, quicksand and quickmud. The 
mules are compelled to struggle 
through this, though they sink to their

The Temark is 
frequently heard, “‘I don’t know a 
physician to cal¥ in should I need one, 
I mean for sudden illness. Naturally, 
we have the specialists we consult for 
this or that, but no one for just ordi- 
Mary illness.’’ The ‘specialties are at- 
tracting most ofthe keener doctors 
on account of the fancied higher status 
in the profession and the sometimes 
greater pecuniary remuneration, but 
especially because one particular field 
offers more opportunity ‘for original 
résearch and discovery.

RUDEST PEOPLE” 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

“‘The rudest people on the face of 
the earth!’’ exclaimed the Rev. Dr. 
Robert Norwood emphatically. about 
his countrymen—yours—mine—in a 
recent address to a New York audi- 
ence of women, and which impels me 
to voice my sentiment, too, not in de- 
fense, because Dr. Norwood's asser- 
tions ring true. Other nationalities 
have found Americans ill-bred, rude, 
extremely so, and their constant crit- 
icism of the fact embarrassed me ex- 
ceedingly. 


I have lived in foreign countries, so 
I know particularly that the display 
of American manners in public was 
deplorable.’ On roof gardens,*in thea- 
tres, at banking institutions, repeat- 
edly théy labeled themselves, “Gn Ex- 
hibition, the Il-Bred American." 

The courtesy in foreign countries is 
an admirable feature; toward their 
fellow-men, their women folks, from 
the poorest beggar to the most cel- 
ebrated personality, courtesy is upper- 
most in their minds. Every day in 
these countries, traveling to and fro 
to business offices, on the public 
highways, in elevators, always their 
women first. Mexico, Cuba, Paris, 
London, the same courtesy prevails 
that so marks the foreign race. Why 
is this? 

Rarely do we find such considera- 
tion and unselfishness shown among 
the American public in general, ¢he 
mass, the pedestrians daily, in our 
own New York City. View any sub- 
way scene during business hours and 
note the elderly women—white haired, 
some—being pushed and jostled, cling- 
ing to a strap, while men, young lads 
Tespectable ones, who pride them- 
selves on being the representative 
youths of breeding, see them and sit 
calmly by, so engrossed. Join the 
crowds who circle around men while 





they argue in public, because of a single

Smile’ at the calmness of theatre 
audiences loath to move an jAnch 
while you struggle over them heroic- 
ally toward your reserved seat. Walk 
behind any young lady into a New 
York office and observe the marked 
discourtesy on the -part of the busi- 
ness men’ when- she enters, a total 
stranger; their utter disregard of the 
ordinary courtesies that so distinguish 
a gentleman. Recently I stepped into 
an elevator of a New York office 
building only to be startled at the 
sight of three men ‘spontaneously re- 
moving their hats, but a foreign lan- 
guage spoken soon. betrayed them to 
be not Americans. 

At the customs office in Cuba I 
watched an American, apparently a 
gentleman, deliberately attempt to 
brush aside an American woman, only 
to be curtly informed by the customs 
official “‘to step back; that. women 
came first in their country.’» In New 
York City I saw a touring car abrupt- 
ly halt to allow women and men the 
right of way, and their language 
spoken also betrayed them to be not 
Americans.

Writing further as ta war debts and 
Frederick W.. Peabody's letter pub- 
lished by you April 3, one sees how 
enjoyed it is. by some to give them- 
selves up to feel, and how. distasteful 
to them always is the demand upon 
them for that self-check .geedful to 
enable remembrance, consideration and 
judgment. 

The debts as viewed by this gentle- 
mati come pretty much to an illu- 
sion.

Meanwhile a lot of expensive war 
supplies, constituting a concrete enor- 
mous embodiment of wealth, did leave 
these shores for Europe.

The person who draws such a con- 


{clusion of radio gives himself away. 


He either has an antiquated set, an 
old tin horn, or his friends have such 
a combination, and have given him an 
opportunity to form a quick judgment 
of broadcasting, the six years of de- 
velopment of which he immediately 
Places on a@ plane with the first. pic- 
tures sent across the sea. If the science 
of photoradio develops as rapidly as 
broadcasting of music and speech has 
since KDKA went on the air as the 
pioneer station in November, 1920, 
then in six years it may be difficult to 
select a radio picture from a group of 
original prints. 

The person who compares the clarity 
of present-day radio music with the 
radio pictures has not heard a good 
receiver operating under fair condi- 
tions. : 

A leading radio engineer, speaking 
before the Radio Club of America re- 
eently, sald: ‘The difference between 


| the original musical presentation of a 


program and the reproduced program 
by a modern loud-speaker supplied by 
a@ good quality receiver and amplifier 
is so slight as to be unimportant. 


Many Prefer Old Horns. 


“‘However, many people are still lis- 
tening in with old types of horns that 
do not deliver any frequencies below 
250 cycles and any frequency above 
3,000 cycles, and through being accus- 
tomed to listening, to such reproduc- 
tion feel quite happy and contented 
with their equipment.’’ 

It is into the homes of such people 
that a friend with a good music ear 
may go who is not a radio set owner, 
and inasmuch as he is not accustomed 
to the old type of loud-speaker, he 
misses some of the high and low notes 
and he forms the impression that radio 
is nothing but a jumble of noises, just 
as the radio pictures are a series of 
lines with something missing between 
each line. 

‘It is rather difficult if not unwise,’’ 
continued the radio engineer, ‘‘to ad- 
vise a friend with an old loud-speaker 
that the reproduction of the program 
is hotrible, and it»is my experience 
that. when a good loud-speaker is: in; 
stalled in such a home for compari- 
son the listener will prefer the old type 
of loud-speaker to the good loud- 
speaker, because he is more accus- 
tomed to listening to what was for- 
merly standard phonograph reproduc- 
tions. _The listener will immediately 
complain that the new loud-speaker 
accentuates the low frequencies; but 
as a matter of fact even though this 


to the original program in the studio 
there are more low frequencies present 
in the studio's original performance 
than there are in this loud-speaker 
that is complained of as having too 
much low frequency.’’ 

William H. Priess, president of the 
Priess Radio Corporation, says: ‘‘It is 
absurd to make a comparison between 
aural and visual radio accomplish- 
ments. The fact is, that on a good 
receiver today the reproduction of the 
program sent by the station jis well- 
nigh perfect. The average ear could 
detect no difference between the studio 
program and the same program heard 
over the radio, providing of course 
the set and the loud-speaker are of 
the best obtainable quality.

NEW FIFTH AVENUE HOTELS 


Ninth Street Bullder Regatds Good 
Architecture as Asset—Carmine 
Street Operation. 


Judging from the number of apart- 
ment house operations now under way 
in the lower Fifth Avenue area, it is 
evident that builders look for no 
material cessation in demand for well 
equipped suites in the modern multi- 
family dwellings within the Washing- 
ton Square neighborhood. It is inter- 
esting to note thas while the Fifth 
Avenue blocks below. Twelfth Street 
have witnessed a striking transforma- 
tion of this character in recent years, 
there has, during the last two or 
three years, been a marked movement 
east toward the University Place 
centre. 

Two large operations are in progress 
on the latter thoroughfare between 
Ninth and Tenth Streets and in both 
cases they have replaced for residence 
use loft buildings devoted to trade 
purposes for many years. On the 
northwest corner of University Place 
and Tenth Street, covering a plot 55 
feet on the former by 100 feet on the 
street, hitherto occupied by a four and 
an eight story loft, a twelve-story 
apartment known as the Wordsworth 
is nearing completion... It will be 
ready for. occupancy within a month 
and the agents, Gaines, Van Nostrand 
& Morrison, report that practically 
half of the suites have been rented. 

On the block front to the south, be- 
tween Ninth and Tenth Streets, 185 
feet on the west side of University 
Place, 49.6 feet on Ninth Street and 
40.8 feet on Tenth Street, construction | 
is under way on another large apart- 
ment to be ready for tenantg-in the 
It is opposite the old Ufiversity 
Place Presbyterian Church on Tenth 
Street, while on the Ninth Street cor- 
ner of the block is the attractive 
eleven-story apartment erected about 
th: years ,ago by Joseph G. Siegel 

and owned by Sailors Snug Har- 
bor. Last year a similar structure 
was put up by Mr. Siegel on a large 
adjoining- plot on the north side of 
Ninth Street which has been satisfac- 
torily rented. 


Honors the Poet Wordsworth. 


Mr. Siegel is also the builder of the 
new Wordsworth, commemorative of 
the popular English poet, and it very 
fittingly enriches the literary atmos- 
phere of a locality which at various 
times has been the abiding place of 
so many writers who have figured 
prominently in American literature. 

For his fourth operation Mr. Siegel 
has advanced westward one block to 
Fifth Avenue and on the 120 feet froht- 
age on the east side of tne avenue 
between Washington Mews and Eighth 
Street work was recently started which 
will culminate a year later in a twenty- 
seven-story. apartment hotel. When 
finished it will be the tallest building 
in that neighborhood. The upper seven 
floors will be in the tower set-back. 
These tower floors will provide single 
suites of from six to ten rooms on a 
floor, the smaller number being in the 
uppermost portion of the tower, and 
arrangements are being made to design 
these prospective single floor suites to 

eet the requirements of tenants tak- 
ing ‘long leases. 

If mere numbers possess any value 
for a building, and the recent agitation 
over the trade structure at 1 Park 
Avenue would indicate some partiality 
for low numerals, this tall Fifth Ave- 
nue hotel will have the significance of 
being known as 1 Fifth Avenue, as it 
replaces four old houses from 1 to 7, 
inclusive. 

Two other apartment hotel operations 
of large capacity are now nearing com- 
pletion in the vicinity. The largest is 
the edifice to be known as the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, covering this site of the 
delightful old Brevoort mansion and 
other houses on the northwest corner 
of Ninth Street. It is a twenty-story 
building and in respect to-ground area 
is the largest operation undertaken in 
that neighborhood. It will be ready 
for occupancy early in the Fall. 


New Grosvenor Operation. 


On the northeast corner of Tenth 
Street, the new fifteeh-story Grosvenor 
hotel apartment ig nearing completion. 
It replaces the dignified Grosvenor, 
which had been a landmark there for 
practically half a century. An addi- 
tion of about the same height was 
erected on the adjoining Tenth Street 
plot about three years ago. At the 
same time the Bing & Bing concern 
built the tall apartment adjoining the 
Grosvenor in the middle of the Fifth 
Avenue biock front, and more lately, 
‘with the completion of another tall 
apartment on the Eleventh Street cor- 
ner, that block front is now solidly 
built up with three huge apartment 
structures. There are two tall apart- 
ments in the block to the north and 
three in the block’ to the south, a 
seven. structure . se ti the 
tall buildings on the Ninth and onthe

“It is the law that resumption of pos- 
session of the demised premises by the 


minates the lease and severs the rela- 
tion of landlord and tenant; Leases 
usually contain, however, a ‘saving 
clause,’ so-called, variously expressed, 
to the effect that. in the event the les- 
sor shall obtain possession by sum- 
mary proceedings or otherwise the les- 
see shall. be liable for the difference 
between the rent reserved and the 
amount realized by the lessor from re- 
letting the premises during the resi- 
due of the term.

Honestly Conceived Ventures 
Need Not Pay Too Much 
for Money. 


F. T. H. Bacon, Bullding Consultant, 
Analyzes Methods of Obtain- 
Ing Bond Issues. 


The stupendous costs involved in the 
erection of the monster office and 
apartment structures mow so typical 
of New York have béen attributed in 
some quarters to be largely due to un- 
due financing expenditures. In the 
opinion of F. T. H. Bacon, prominent 
consultant in building problems, the 
allegation is not true. “In the hon- 
estly conceived and planned commer- 
cial real estate venture the financial 
costs are seldom out of line. The bor- 
rower usually has three avenues open 
to him when he seeks a loan,” accord-. 
ing to Mr. Bacon, who said: 

“In the first place, he may go to 
what are usually known as the ‘old- 
line’ financing agencies. In New York 
as a general rule these are the iarger 
insurance companies. The cost of ob- 
taining a loan from such sources av- 
érages 2 per cent., which goes to cover 
such expenditures as the mortgage re- 
cording tax, the attorneys’ fees, the 
engineer’s check on the ‘advisability 
of the loan and perhaps a supervising 
architect's fee, if the loan is ted. 
This, of coursé, assumes that ho bro- 
ker’s commission figures in; if it does, 
another 1 per cent. needs be added. 
The ‘old-line’ companies will not loan 
more than about 60 per cent. of the 
whole value of the completed land and 
building. 

Pays for Larger Amounts. 

“In the second. place, the would-be 
borrower may go to what may be 
termed the intermediate type of bond 
house. Here he may get a larger 
amount of cash and more liberal 
terms. And, of course, he pays for it 
in a larger disbursement—$ to 4 per 
cent, 

“In the third place, he may go to the 
bond house, properly so called, one 
whose business is wholly identifed with 
the placing of loans and marketing 
bonds. Here the loan will probably be 
still larger and the cost still higher— 
7 to 9 per cent., which, when you add 
the year’s interest, always deducted 
in advance, brings the cost of the first 
year’s financing close to 15 per cent. 

“Now you ask if this is responsible 
for the high building costs. I do not 
think it is. The financing charge is 
not too much, not in those instances 
outlined. The fact is that the third 
type of lender has really made possible 
our great estate development. 
He has made it possible to distribute 
very widely the ownership of real es- 
tate securities and thus to collect the 
capital which made all our great build- 
ings possible. His charges to the bor- 
rower are naturally higher, because 
his services are greater; he lends more 
cash and his distribution expense is 
considerable, because of his bond-sel- 
ing organization. 

When Costs Are ieee, 


“There are instances of buildings 
where the financing costs are exces- 
sive, but they do not come within the 
realm of what I said at the beginning 
—the realm of honestly conceived and 
planned commercial ventures. Every 


one in the real estate field knows of 
buildings where the loan has been 100 
per cent. and even more of the total 
cost. Of course, these are not honest, 
and by good luck will they turn 
out ie,” 

Mr. con said that the only safe 
guide the public has in buying real 
estate bo is in the reputation of 
the house which issues them. .

(Bailding Contracts Increase; 
_ Big Gain Over Last Year 


Contrary to opinions expressed 
by some building experts that with 
the coming of Summer a waning 
of new _ constrpction activities 
would ensue, the latest weekly re- 
ports of contracts awarded in 
Greater New York show a contin- 
ued increase over those made pub- 
lic this season last year. * 

At present the only impediment 
to’ continued ~ announcements of 
new commitments lies in the avail- 
ability of a sufficient quota of 
skilled mechanics to carry out the 
work. ‘4 
Though 800 apprentices were 
graduated as journeymen last. 
week through the Apprentice Com-' 
mission of the New York Building 
Congress, the number is but a drop 
in the bucket compared to the 
force that will be required when 
the peak of production is reached 
within the next few weeks. 

According to the Record and 
Guide, from January 1 to May 21 
inclusive, the total value of new 
contracts let amounted to $521,- 
519,900 compared to $279,538,400 for 
the same period in 1925.
